The following Egyptian Antiquities were purchased by Lord Leverhulme 
at the dispersal of the Collection of the late Colonel Evans, of Merle, Slin- 
fold, Sussex, the well-known Egyptologist, at Sotheby’s, in June, 1924. 
When in 1895 the Burlington Fine Arts Club held its first Exhibition of 
Egyptian Antiquities, Colonel Evans was one of the chief exhibitors, and 
most of his exhibits were included in the Sotheby sale in 1924, 

The Egyptian Bronzes are of the Eighteenth to the Twentieth Dynasty 
(1580-1090 B.C.), the small section described as of the “Romano-Egyptian 
Period” being, of course, much later (30-400 A.D.) .
